This office action is in response to amendment filed on 1 1/29/04.

Claims 1 - 4, 6 - 16, 18 - 30 are presented for examination. 


Allowable Subject Matter 


3. Claims 1 - 4, 6 - 16, 18 - 30 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the record of prior art 
does not show a motor having double layer capacitor and a bi-directional AC/DC converter, 
wherein a first switch provided via the positive direct voltage terminal of the bi-directional 
AC/DC converter can be connected to the plus pole of the battery, the minus pole of the AC/DC 
converter is grounded, and a second switch provided via the positive direct voltage terminal of 
the bi-directional AC/DC converter can be connected to the positive terminal of the double layer 
capacitor, the negative terminal of said AC/DC converter is grounded, and an additional battery 
to supply additional loads with a second voltage, which additional battery is charged via the bi- 
directional DC/DC converter by the battery wherein a third switch is provided via the plus pole 
of the first battery can be connected to a positive terminal of the bi-directional DC/DC converter, 
and a fourth switch is provided via the positive terminal of the double layer capacitor can be 
connected with the same positive terminal of the bi-directional DC/DC converter.
